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Greatest Power in World is

Love of God, Dr.

The greatest power In the
world is God's love for man,
Dr. Archibald Carey of Detroit,
Mich., told an audience here
last Friday.

Through prayer, God’s love—
spiritually understood and put
into practice in daily life—heals
not only sin, but disease, lack,
and all inharmony, Dr. Carey
said.

On nationwide tour ag a mem-
her of The Christian Science
| Board of Lectureship, Dr, Car-
| ey spoke under the auspices of
the First Church of Christ,
Scientjst, in Torrance Givic
Auditorium, He spoke on
“Christian Science: How Scien-
tific Prayer Can Help You,”
and he was introduced by Mrs.
Bliss Keith, First Reader.

All Can Pray

Prayer that heals is available
to all, Dr. Carey said. He added,
however, that, to the Christian
Scientist, prayer must be based
squarely on the spiritual facts
and laws concerning God and
man, rather than on blind faith
in the supernatural or miracu-
lous,

“Jesus healed the sick, raised

the dead, fed the multitudes, |
stilled the storm, with the pow- |
er which he received from God |
in prayer,” he said. ‘Throuxhr
this same power of scientific |
prayer, Christian Science is to- |
| day healing sickness, raising
the dying to health, rﬂplnclng’
natural phenomena, hrlnglng
peace and happiness.” |

He explained healing Chris- |
tian Science by describing its |
teachings as the application to
Christianity of the scientific |
method which looks for facts
and laws instead of emphasiz-
| ing the supernatural or miracu-
lous, Mark Baker Eddy, he
stated, “discovered the divine
laws that Jesus had used and
the methods of practically lp
plying them to human needs.”

No Conflict Seen

Dr. Carey haid he saw no
reason for conflict between scl-
ence and religion.

“If science is based upon an

| honest search for truth, if re-

ligion deals with the truth
about God and man, why should
there be any conflict between
them?

“If the goal of science is an
understanding of facts and
laws,” he continued, “and if
Christianity is setting forth the
facts about the nature of God,
why should not 8cience iand
Christianity be one? And why
should not a’ scientific. under
gtanding of the laws of God
enable us tq make use éf these
laws in prayer, as they were
used by Jesus -and his apos-
tles?”

Such an understanding of
prayer has unlimited potential-
ities for improving human af-
fairs in all flelds of endeavor,
including relations betweén na-
tions, as well as in the natural
sclences and in business, he

said.

“As the statemen of the world
more consclously accept God's
guidance and make more éffec-
tive use of .scientio prayer,” h
said, “we should find the justice
of Principle and the tender help-
fulness of divine Love bringing
peace and security and progress
to each individual uu! to all
mankind.,
